Apart from accepting the onerous Job of leading 
the Ja^ and somewhat tattered provincial Conserva¬ 
tive Party out of the wUderneia he alio promises to 
Inspire the ranks of those who oppose the present ad¬ 
ministration with hli experlenre, decisiveness and po¬ 
litical maturity—<iuaUtiei which have for far too long 
been absent In the field of statecraft in British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Fultoo, however, has ret himself no easy task. 

Though, by all accounts, he has made sound hMdway 
in reviving his own party, much remains to be done 
and many pitfalls to be avoided. 

Perhaps the major problem facing hbn In attain¬ 
ing his objective of lesding the government of British 
Columbia is how to gain the pouiioii without first be¬ 
coming the catalytic agent reipontible for ushering 
NDP leader Robert Strachan into the premier’s office.

Mr. Fulton will gain for hU party con¬ 
siderably more support than it has enjoyed over Ihe 
past decade. Nor is there much doubt that most of 
Its increased votes will be at the expense of the Social 
Credit Party. 

It can safely be assumed that the New Democratic 
Party will retain lu basic voting strength In the next 
election, whether Mr. Fulton makes an Impresaion on 
the public or not. Similarly, It Is unlikely that sup¬ 
port for the liberal Party will be weakened regardless 
of Its inerfeetual leadership and dithering policies. 

Thus the new Conservative Party must look to 
siphoning off votes from the Socred Party—a logical 
expectation, as many of the present government sup¬ 
porters were once Coneervatives who turned lo the 
Bennett party when their own refused to lead them- 

It Is conceivable that Mr. Fulton’s Conservative 
Party could fail to win one seat In the next election 
yet be responsible for the defeat of the Social Credit 
government simply by reducing the Socred majority in 
a handful of border-line constituencies. 

On the other hand if Mr. Fulton can emerge with 
a strong and popdlar policy, a slate of first-clasa candi- r 

dates, a unified organization coupled with Imaginative But lia oda waa written 
leadership. It is even possible that he could sweep the ton*ue-in<hcek 
province. mtjry Utblt. 

Whatever happens, let it be said that British Co 
lumbia la fortunate In acquiring in the provincial poUti- 
cal field a man of Mr. Fulton's integrity and stature.

r lS QUITE clear that Mr. Dlefenbaker does not 
want nuclear arms for Canada any more than does 
Mr. Pearson, and if these can be avoided so much the 
better. Nor Is It eood sense to pursue a policy that la 
outmoded or mistaken In view of the course of current 

This la the kind of frankness that should commend 
Itaelf to everyone. It is the prime minister's view that 
nuclear arms will add nothing to the materia] defence 
of Canadian soil, but in concert with America nego¬ 
tiations will continue on the joint problem of NORAD 
weapons and their control. 

With respect to NATO the Anglo-American Nas- 
MU agreement has altered the balance of the entire 
collective defence policy; previous planning must now 
be geared to the revlsioru inherent in the altered dr- 
cumstances created by the Polaris concept. 

Mr. Pearson has re|xNited again hii waiia about 
"pledged word,” but his b a confusing stand that does 
not bear examinatloa No reliance can be placed on a 
thesis that ostensibly accepts a commitment and im¬ 
mediately thereafter seeks to undermine It. 

It la clear from General Norxlad'a recent remarks 
on NATO that Canada was not so deeply committed 
as the Opposition leader would Imply, since if so the 
retiring NATO (timmander would have had no need lo 
urge that Canada sign a bilateral agreement with the 
U-S.A. with respect to the use of nuclear arms by Ca¬ 
nadian forces. 

In any case recent events have changed the pic¬ 
ture, as they have been doing for the past ten ycare- 
with continuous alteration of plans and weapons by all 
governments concerned. The disarmament climate 
seems more encouraging, and the Naanu agreement 
requires a new orientatidn of the NATO setup. 

There is a mretlng at Ottawa In May of the NATO 
ministerial council to review allied defence plans and 
dlspoaitlons, at which Canada will seek the kind of 
clarification on which to base ita future actiohs. Mr. 
Dlefenbaker will not plunge recklcMly Into a final de¬ 
cision on nuclear arms until that meeting has been 
held.

Tiio Province of Brlllah Columbia has an abundance 
of nalural reaourcea which provide a base for an espand- 
Ing Industrial economy. Our populsilon la growing 
rapidly. It la the only province that baa shown sn In- 
CTttm In populsllaa in every decade since lUI. For the 
};eara li.i.’v.'ib Brlllsh Columbia Incrrascd by 41.4'i as 
against a national impulatlon growth In ihe same period 
bt 90",. It Is predicted that the pmvlndal populatinn will 
he It.ono.noo hy 1971 and 3 . 000^100 by 19f)I. The growth 
In Ihe piovinclal populallon la refircted directly In Ihe 
number of sludenla who pre seeking education beyond Ihe 
high schoui level II la estimated tbat by 1971. 37,000 lugli 
school gradualaa will be enrolled or seeking aniry lo 
our universities and mlleges. The Increase In numbers 
Is not rrstrlcted to this province: the 37,000 studenlr 
seeking entry to Institutions of higher eduraUon In Brit- 
ish Culumbis In 1970 wlQ ba part of .313flOO students tor 
the whole of Canada. Since In British Columbia there are 
ttot more lhan ItmW stuilenla regialered In programs be¬ 
yond the high srhool level for Ihe academic year 1963-63, 
this means that In the brief period of seven years we esn 
look forward |o double the enrolment we have now. 

The most crucial problem facing us aa a result of 
this enormoui increase will be that of finding staff and 
facilities for our n^iegea and linlveriltlca. In Biitlah Co¬ 
lumbia alone we shall have lo add 139 members lo nmeh- 
Ing staffs every year If fhe present student-start ratio la 
lo be maintalnad. The alarming fad, however, is that 
the whole of Canada la graduallng annoaHy only ebnnt 
360 Ph Da. The Ph.P. Ii now almoat mandatory for any¬ 
body seeking a career in higlier education. 

Serund only to the problem of slatfing our llnlver- 
allies la the need for an entirely new concept of financing 
higher education. The present average coat of higher edn- 
eallon In Canada Is Sl.SSO per student per year. This la ex¬ 
pected lo Increase to S2.ino by IA 6 !V and. In my Judgment, 
to 13.000 by 1970. Coat per student over iIm last live yasra 
In Canada went up from fl.073 to 91.980. 

Capital coats tor the five years from 1980 for higher 
education In Canada, according to the Canadian Uni- 
verslllea Foundation, rouM go to one billion dollars, that 
la iwo hundred million dollars per yesr. The populallon of 
British Columbia la approximately 10% of that of Canada; 
llierefofc, pruporilanatrly, the prnicrtlon for this Prov¬ 
ince Is twenty million dollais per year for a total of one 
hundred million dollars by 191 g i 

Clearly the task and cost of meeting requIrrmenU for 
higher education In Ihe years ahead are of a new dimrn- 
aion. 

r Two requirements are fundamental to Ihe prumoilon 
of excellence In British ColiimMa'a higher education. 
These arc flrat the diveraiUcalloa of opporliinily both in 
respect to the kinds of rduraUBn eegwrleiwe available and 
the place where It ran be ab ta tneg. The second require¬ 
ment Is self government of ImUvktuai tnsfkullnns In re¬

«roup who could benrtt troai ago r ai ua i hr.roiid the high 
^uol. If we wish lo mafaiiala oor rulmral and eco¬ 
nomic ataiua, then we must ormaff tor a larger'propor¬ 
tion of able young peoplr^ul at the same time avoid 
undesirable congcsllan in inc present irutllntions. 


I see the need lor Iwo'hasic kinds of Institutions of 
higher cducaDon 

(a) UnIviTiltIrs and (pur-yeor aoUega olfeiing degree 
pnrgtams and advaoerd tralolag tor tlKOc siudenis’ 
who havo the neceasary aMlily and aptitude: 

Ibi Two year coUeges offering a vu-lety of programs 
lacademle and uehnnloglcall of one or two years of 
tduraUon beyond Grade XII- 

The two-y^r college would be a new kind of Instl- 
lutkia lor Ihla Province. It would be desigoad for Ihuae 
sludenla who plan to eonlloue Ihdr ntucallon at a degree- 
granting Irullltttlon: those who wish lo take only one or 
two years of highar education i technical, academic, or a 
comMnallon of bntbi; Ihoae who are undecided about 
their educational future; those who by preference or for 
financial reasons wish lo r emain in iheir own locality. The 
two-year college would Ijsve Its unique charartar and 
Meals and offer enough courses parallel with those of 
degree-frintlng Institutions in invite the best students 
Xo puraue further atudies. Although two-year n>llegtB may 
differ .from one another bi accordance with local needs, 
ihal difference wiD exlsl nislnly In the non academic 
areae of their work. Such bMtlfutions rouU attract very 
able itudeniB and proleaaora by offering eourwt and fa¬ 
culties of a distinctive chancier Their academic pro¬ 
grams tnuat be parallel so that ihe best students can trans¬ 
fer 10 Ibr Universlly. but panllel should not mean Idrall- 
cal. 

If new tWo-year i Alleges are epiahllshrd at major ten- 
Ires of populsilon Ihroughoul the Province, much will be 
done to equallar educallonal opportunities for all young 
Brlllsh Columbians. The ITniversItj could then i-onemiratr 
on the tasks for which II is best suited: 

la) Under eraduate education in the humanlilea, the 
acleaces, the tine ana and the social sciences:

There are several important criteria lo be employed 
in deciding upon the location of new collegrs. These are; 
(al The total population ol Die area concerned: 

Ibl The Biae of Ihe “student pool" within ihle tulal; 

<c) The number ol students within commuting dlstaiHe 
(one hour by carl of a particular cantre; 
idl The pmponion ol this number which seem likely 
to need post high school eduraUon: 

(e) The exlttiiif level and quality of cultural activities 
In varloua communities. 

Kipeiienoe In Ihe United .Slates reveals we must seek 
rommuntiasi having n lairly high antsiiy of popatunn to 
art aa ceiilies and lo which can lie aihli'd iiudenla resid¬ 
ing within one hour's travel by car. Moreover. In order 
Ihal a system of decenirallzalkin iruy be eronumirally 
leaalbic. new Institutions must have a minimum enrolaMUi 
el ahoul rri) stuilenls In a two-vsar Dmgram. Mool eom 
mimltiet In British CnlumbU are not large enough to 
supply such a pool of qualified atudents. and Ihoae that 
arc large "Bough owe II to their wnaller neighboring com- 
munltias u c»«perale in a regional college program. 

Any local cxmskleratloiu must be seen In the broad 
penpec^ve ol Ihe added beaellts that can accrue to the 
cltlimv el the Province at large; because my prime con¬ 
sideration hai always been to develop a system fee the 
whole Province rsiher than for a particular area. Hie 
rngtonal college will act aa a leaven In the community. It 
will foster and promote higher education and cultural ac- 
llvlilci among the students who are In attandance: at 
the aama Unw. ii will provide an opportunity for continu¬ 
ing aducation among interested dtizrns. In even broader 
temu these new Inslllullona qlll contribute markedly to 
r using Ihe whole Inlellentual and cultural life of Ihe dii- 
zrns of British Columhia. Having examined Ihoae re¬ 
gional ai-^sa hi Uir province which could support a col¬ 
lege on the bads of the cnteiia I have alrrwdy ad cut 
eorPef la this M-ction, I recommend: 

(a) That Vletorta College have the privilege uf deckUng 
to become an Independent degree-granting college; 

lb) th-vt a four-year drgrre-gnnllng collegctiw oatabllshed 
In the West-.-m Ixiwer Fraser Valley to' serve the 
growing population in that area, an area not wlthtai 
easy eomanutlng distance of the Point Grey campus. 
This iBsUluiion. and this Institution alone, can moat 
effedively allrvlale Ihe demand lor undergraduate 
education on Ihe Pninl Grey campus. A suitable loca¬ 
tion exists at the Stormont Interchange I Burnaby i. 
This InstituUun could command a freshman enrobnent 
ol 7J)0U In 1965 and roach an enrobnent ol about 
7 jon In a four-year program In 1971. 

l c) that Ihe school diatrtdi ol Ihe Okanagan Valley' co¬ 
operate in estaUlshlng a two-year regional college 
with Ihe expedation of Iti becoming a lour-yrar de¬ 
gree-granting collrge by 1970. The most appropriate 
site would be adjacent to Kelowna. However, this 
should not be considered as a college aeivlng only 
the needs of that dty; It should be viewed from the 
beginning as a college for the whole of Ihe Okanagan 
area. 

(dl that a twrr>.year regloiuil college be rstabllabed In the 
vidnily ol t'asilegar to serve school illsirids from 
Tivil (o Nelson. A twn vsar regional college In Ihal 
araa could have .'ino students In 1965 and 901) sludenla 
by 1971. Riwlilctifs of the East Kuntenays would have 
to deeMc between olfriing Grade XIII and cstablishitig 
rrsidenllaj dormitories at Ihe collage' In Caatlegar. 
(c) that a two year regional college be eotabliahed in 
molropolllaii Vancouver. It seems apparent that Ihe 
Vancouver School Board wouM like to see Ihe King 
Edwarti program develop as a Ivro-ysar college serv¬ 
ing Vancouver and the adjacent munklpalllies, par¬ 
ticularly In the lleM of continuing aducation, terminal 
academic education, and transfer facillliai for stu¬ 
dents on the academic program.

If new Institutions are esublished on a regional basis 
by agreement between Ihe provincial government and 
groups of boards of school trustees. 1 recommend that 
governing bodies be esiabllshrd for Mch Irulliution com 
posed as follows;
